Killing on Prohibition Laws. 


Attorney General West Friday gave 
his views on the prohibition enforce­ 
ment situation on the east side of the 
state, as complicated by the recent 
decision of the I nited States circuir 
court ot appeals, in an opinion to 
County Attorney J. Robert 
Ray of 
Bartlesville, who states that 
large, 
quantities of liquor are being con- • 
signed to Caney. Kus,. and then haul­ 
ed ar toss the state line undear heavy 
guard, claiming the protection of in­ 
terstate commerce. 
I he opinion states that under the 
court ot appeals ruling liquor sh ip -1 
.Hents into former Indian Territory 
cire not protected by interstate corti- 
merce, bhat under that decision in­ 
troducing is a federal offense and 
Therefore a m atter for the attention 
of the federal authorities, but that 
if such liquors are used, handled or 
tmnsT'ortrd with in the grate in vio­ 
lation of the prohibition law, the m at­ 
ter then becomes one for state cog­ 
nizance. 


Another opinion on liquor m atters 
is addressed to the governor, who had 
sent to the Attorney general a tele­ 
gram from Clifford L. Jackson, gen­ 
eral attorney for the Katy road, stat­ 
ing that Enforcement Officer Caudill 
was at Ada, demanding the right to 
search depots and transportation com 
panies for contraband intoxicants li­ 
quors. It is held that search can be 
legally made by the state enforcement 
officers if armed with a search w ar. 
| rant, but not without it.
